Dear Mr. Newman: 

Yesterday I was speaking to Dr. Bell of the American 
Philosophical Society. He gave me your address, because 
you are apparently the leading authority in the country 
on early American currency. 

We have hundreds of pieces of Pennsylvania and Maryland 
money, and possibly a few other states, some of it in good 
condition, much so deteriorated that it cannot be read. 

We do not like to idea of storing money here — even though 
it is not ordinary money — bedause vandals might get the 
idea there is something to be found. But I have no 
information at all concerning reputable dealers we could 
consult on how to dispose of this money. Also, we might 
have enough to glut the market. 

We have looked through the pieces and have not found 
any of those listed in the books as extremely rare. 

I intend to order your book, which I saw on display at 
the APS. 

So I w ould appreciate it greatly if you could 
send me names and addresses of one or two trustworthy 
dealers in the New-York Philadelphia, even Washington, 
area. We are 60 miles north of Philadelphia. 

I believe Dr. Bell said that you are not a dealer, 
yourself. However, if you wish to have any additional 
information about these items I should be able to supply it.

Your letter of November 2L, 1970 is at hand and I do 
appreciate the comments which Dr* Bell made concerning my work 
on early American currency* 

We will be glad to be helpful to you with respect to 
the paper money which you feel you should dispose of* You are 
correct that it would be wrong to throw them on the market at 
one time, particularly if there were many duplicates of the 
same item* 


We would like to study the hoard to check a number 
of technical details and would appreciate it if you would lend 
it to us for that purpose* We could then separate it into groups 
to be offered for sale and advise you as to whether there are 
any pieces of more than ordinary importance. Our services are 
without charge. 

Do you know the source of the hoard which you have as 
it appears not to be a collection. It might be well to write 
it up from that point of view* We believe the foregoing would 
be worth waile before we recommend a dealer or dealers to you* 

If you send the collection to us, please send it to 
Eric P. Newman, Post Office Box 11*020, St. Louis, Missouri 63178. 
Please do not identify it as "paper money" but merely as "old 
documents", if it is necessary to specify. We ordinarily send 
material of this sort by parcel post with a very modest amount 
of insurance but if you send it, we know you will handle the 
matter in accordance with your policies.

Thank you for your letter of December 1970, which 
you were so kind to write to us. We have recently acquired 
your book on American currency and are somewhat more informed 
about prices, and greatly helped by your descriptions of the 
money. 

Thank you also for your offer to help. Since this 
would involve the removal of fairly large amounts of material 
from the Archives, I will have to get the approval of my 
Committee, which so far has not discussed the issue. 

The Committee meets again in January. 

The currency involved was in the possession of Moravians 
or the Moravian ^hurch in the early years but was not 
used, in some cases at least because the value of the money 
had deflated and possibly they could not £et rid of it. 

So it was saved, possibly in the hope that its value would 
again rise. When the time comes, we can possibly find more 
information about theccurrency from various records here in 
the Archives.

I have been thinking over your letter of December 22, 


1970 and believe that it is quite possible that the quantities 
of early American currency in your archives should be written 
up because it was accumulated by the Moravian Church and its 
membership during the Revolutionary War. I am not aware of 
any hoard of this nature as most of the pieces passed into 
the hands of collectors and museums. 


There are many matters of technical interest which 


wj.11 also come to light in a study of a hoard of this nature. 
It is our thought, therefore, that the material should be care- 
fully studied to determine how interesting the findings might 


This decision could be made by your committee, regard- 
less of whether they wish to sell all or any part of the 
hoard. As I previously indicated, only a small amount should 
be put on the market at one time in the event a sale is de- 
sired.

ACTIVITIES 

The Archives Building. For several years careful consideration has been 
given to plans to renovate and improve the Archives Building, for the 
proper preservation and handling of the irreplaceable materials it con- 
tains. In 1971 the Archives Committee approved architectural plans 
drawn by Robert Spillman. According to these plans, the vault will be 
built within the present walls of the basement. There will be an exten- 
sive updating of facilities on the main floor and upper floors, but in 
general the appearance of the building, exterior and interior, will be 
preserved. The matter is now before the Trustees of the Moravian Con- 
gregation of Bethlehem. Provincial Synods of the Northern Province 
gave their general approval to Archives’ plans for renovation in 19 66 
and 1970. The Provincial Elders’ Conference has reviewed the plans and 
has given its approval. (The PEC and the Trustees are the co-owners of 
the building and its contents.) 

The Friends of the Archives. The annual giving program for the year 
began officially in December, with Dr. Richmond E. Myers continuing as 
general chairman and Dr. F. P. Stocker acting as 1971-72 chairman. A 
goal of $15,000 was established. As of July 31, 1972, the number of 
contributions had reached 353, totalling $15,001.55. This amount was a 
considerable increase over last year’s total of $10,780; it also exceeded 
the former record set in 1968-69.

Lectures. The Spring Lecture was presented by the Rev. Vernon H. Nel- 
son, Archivist, on June 21, 1971, under the title "The Sun Inn at Beth- 
lehem, Pennsylvania.” The title of the Fall Lecture on November 10, 
1971, also given by the Archivist, was "Moravian Genealogy.” 

Haidt Paintings. A color reproduction of Haidt’s picture of Joseph, Mary 
and the baby Jesus (gift of Dr. Richmond E. Myers, 1970) was used on 
the Christmas bulletin of the Moravian Church. Information about 
Haidt’s life in London before he joined the Moravians was received from 
Mr. C. Blair, Deputy Keeper, Department of Metalwork, Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London. Haidt was a watchcase chaser (decorator), an 
occupation he had also practiced for a short time in Augsburg and pre- 
sumably elsewhere.

Agenda, minutes, correspondence, information re buildings, finance, 
and long-range plans for Camp Hope, located near Hope, New Jer- 
sey. Received from Mr. Wilmer Hassler, formerly of Bethlehem. 

2) Hymnal Revision Committee. 1958-1970. 9 boxes. 

Minutes, correspondence, proofs. The Hymnal Revision Committee 
supervised the publication of a new Moravian Hymnal in 1969. Re- 
ceived from Bishop Edwin W. Kortz, Bethlehem. 

3) Lehigh Zinc Company. 1855-1880. 1 box. 

Business papers, including specifications for the large steam engine 
to pump water at Friedensville. Received from the Moravian Con- 
gregation Office, Bethlehem. 

4) Moravian Congregation of Bethlehem. 1828-1948. 18 volumes and 
loose papers. 

Diaries, record of services, elders’ minutes, trustees’ agenda book, 
financial records, title papers and other legal and business documents. 
Received from the Moravian Congregation Office, Bethlehem. 

5) Oakland, Macedonia, and Woodmount, Missouri, Moravian Churches. 
1902-1913. 5 volumes. 

Diaries, catalogs, registers, record of services. Received from the Oak- 
land Methodist Church, Lebanon, Missouri. 

6) Port Washington, Ohio, Moravian Church. 1881-1971. 21 volumes 
and loose papers. 

Diaries, catalog, register, minutes of boards, financial records. Received 
from the Rev. Craig van Kouwenberg, Pastor. 

7) Western District Board. 1941-1956. 6 cartons. 

Correspondence and working papers of the President of the Western 
District. Received from Bishop I. R. Mewaldt, Madison, Wisconsin. 

8) Other. Smaller accessions included the following: 

Church Organizations. Palmyra, New Jersey; Philadelphia I; Salem, 
N. C.; Forget-me-not Circle of The King’s Daughters, Bethlehem. 
Individuals. Papers concerning the late Rev. F. W. Wanzel were do- 
nated by Francis Ede, Esq. A large ancestry chart of the Antes family 
was received from A. Eugene Antes. Dr. J. Richard Jones contributed 
genealogical notes originally given to him by the late Henry Rau of 
Bethlehem. The Rev. Clark D. Benson sent translations of parts of 
the Old Testament into Miskito, done by the late George R. Heath. 
Dr. Walser H. Allen contributed manuscripts of James Montgomery, 
the Moravian hymn writer. Dr. Richmond E. Myers donated a journal 
of Annie Lehman and an autograph book of Mary Ann Harbach. 
Miss Annetta and Miss Marion Masland gave the Archives genealog- 
ical materials on the Rice family. 
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To give an idea of other acquisitions, the following books or articles may 
be mentioned. Bishop Kenneth G. Hamilton published translations of the 
Springplace, Georgia, Indian mission records in the Atlanta Historical Bul- 
letin (Winter, 1970; Spring, 1971). Mary W. Helms, who did anthropolog- 
ical research in Nicaragua, published Asang: Adaptions to Culture Contact 
in a Miskito Community (Gainesville, 1971). Winfred A. Kohls’ historical 
study of Sarepta, a Moravian community in Russia until late in the last 
century, appeared in the Transactions of the Moravian Historical Society 
(Volume XXII, Part II, 1971). Much information on Moravian and Luther- 
an missions is contained in Marcia Wright’s German Missions in Tanganyika 
1891-1941 (Oxford, 1971). Pietismus und Bibel (Kurt Aland, editor, 
Witten-Ruhr, 1970) consists of articles about pietism by German scholars, 
including Dr. Heinz Renkewitz. It is one of the publications of the Histor- 
ical Commission for the Study of Pietism, a group of scholars from whom 
further significant publications can be expected. 

The Archives purchased the 1970 reprint of the journal of Maximilian, 
Prince of Wied, who visited America between 1832 and 1834. The Prince 
knew the Moravians in Neuwied, Germany; while in America he visited 
Bethlehem. 

Major genealogical works acquired pertain to the following families: 
Bachman, Dittmer, Shimer. 


ACCESSIONS— PICTURES AND MAPS 

The Saucon Mutual Insurance Co. and the Moravian Congregation of 
Bethlehem transferred many maps to the Archives, including Sanborn 
Insurance maps of the following places: Allentown; Bath; Bethlehem; 
Catasauqua; Easton and South Easton; Hazleton; Hellertown; Lehighton, 
Lansford, and Summit Hill; Lititz ; Mauch Chunk (Jim Thorpe); Naz- 
areth; Newton, N.J.; Reading. The earliest are dated 1885. Other maps 
of interest are "Bethlehem and Lands” (Roepper, 1848, manuscript); 

Map of the Bethlehem tract, showing all the land sales from 1771-1854” 
(Roepper, manuscript); Kutztown (1934, manuscript); and Hokendaqua 
(1858, printed). Also received were manuscript drawings of the Bethle- 
hem Gas Works by John C. Cresson of Philadelphia in 1853. Benjamin 
Walbert III donated blueprints of Nazareth Hall buildings which he 
drew as part of an architectural history project. An album of Alaska 
photos was received from Milton J. Holtmeier. Pictures of members of 
the Warner and Reinke families were received from Dr. Mervin C. Weid- 
ner of Bethlehem. Other pictures of individuals were received, as well as 
pictures of Moravian places in the U.S. and abroad.

In accordance with the agreed procedure, I had a coin firm 
run an advertisement as to some of your colonial paper money. I gave 
them a few sets on consignment. The pieces in poor condition did not 
sell. About half of the pieces in mediocre condition sold. It was a 
good test. The gross price for 56 pieces was $560. I had agreed to 
30% commission for the dealer ($168) , leaving a net of $392 for you. 
Our check is enclosed so that the dealer will not know the source of 
the notes.
